No one will say what is going on, Even if we did know it is our rightful 
duty to remain silent.

To the thinking and conscions civilian a touch of rebellion marks the imposed 
banning of information. 


There are two vounits of this seagheranton One is the trek to the "outside, 
This means the complete disruption of home ties. Families normally steady and 
entrenched are rooted up with the thought of separation "for the duration."

Dear Mrs. McEwen: 


We have some military stationed here. The nature and extent of 
game I will not mention, This, of course, means an increase in the number 
who desire the use of the Church, In fact they have responded very well to 
our services. They have, to a great extent, supplemented the number that have 
moved out and also the number that are tied up with defense work and working 
conditions that have hindered them from coming to the services, Our boys-in 
both Army and Navy appreciate the Church. Duties keep them from attending our 
gervices many times but a good percentage come when they can. The work of the _ 
Church with these boys is of gravest importance to my mind, TI am of the opinion 
that the future of the church in Alaska depends upon the way in which the present 
church of Alaska treats these boys whe are now in Alaska. IT am suprised at the 
number of boys here who plan withinithe 10 years following the war of coming back 
to the territory and making this their home. If such is the case, then the changes 
that must take place in the moral life of the territory must be impressed upon the 
minds of these boys. This is one of the phases of our work here. Another phase 
that I meet every day is that personal ecntact that has to be made with the boys. 
As time moves along this phase of our work is increasing. The boys are sensing 
the need of help and counsel and many come to me, The Chaplain gets a lot of 
this work, however, many times the boys feel as though they would rather have the 
minister of the town Church talk with them than their Chaplain, This is not 
minimizing the work of the Chaplain a bit. It is rather bolstering his work. — 
For they find the same kind of counsel from both and often this repeated counsel — 
is what they need. I try to help the Chaplain and he helps us. The tie between 
home Church and the boy in the Army is certainly needed, If pastors could drop
